SOUTH CAROLINA’S JUBILEE 


A Great OQutburst of Popular Euthusiasm 
Among the People. 
Corumeia, §. C., November 14.—[Special. 


Columbia far surpassed any of her previous 
efforts to-night, in the demonstration which 
signalized the triumph of the democratic party. 
Karly in the evening thousands of delegates 
from the county democratic clubs began pour 
ing into the city. All the early trains came 
crowded with visitors, each one of whom bore 
his torch or transparency. By sundown the 
principal streets were thronged with jubilant 
democrats. Main street for half a mile was 
lighted with powerful electric lights, and 
hundreds ot busines houses were illuminated. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock the procession was 
homed. and took up its march toward the 
capitol square. The spectacle was the most 
gorgeous ever seen in South Carolina. All 
the city ward clubs were in line, followed by 
several hundred university students, military 
com panies, clubs of laborers, and 
mechanics societies, of railway men and an 
immense line of negroes, all bearing torches. 
Many beautiful and comical transparencies 
were borne by the crowd. Hundreds of United 
States flags were carried in the procession. 
Amid the booming of cannon, the playing of 
bands, the shooting of giant crackers, the ex- 
plosion of fire works and the wild joyous 
shouts of the multitude, the 
pageant advanced to the state house 
grounds. where stand was erected for 
the accommodation of the speakers. Senators 
Wade Hampton and B. C. Butler, Gov- 
ernor Thompson and a number of other dis- 
tinguished orators made short speeches. Sev- 
eral thousand ladies were scattered about the 
grounds, and gave vent to their enthusiasm by 
waving their handkerchiefs and clapping 
their hands at the end of each speech. The 
cannon and brass band would lend their noise 
to augment the applause of the joyous throng.

LIEUTENANT GREELY REPORTS 
FOR DUTY. 


-_ — 


The Vacant Commissionership of Pensions—Commo- 
dcre Bchley in Washington-Secretary McCu!- 
loch’s Forthcoming Report—As to the 
National Banks—Other News. 


Wasatneotox, November. 14.--Lieutenant 
Greely called at the war department after 
reporting his arrival to General Hazen at the 
signal office, and paid his respects to Secretary 
Lincoln. In company with General Ruggles 
he afterward called upon Commodore Schley. 
Lieutenant Greeley is beginning to look as he 
did when he left Washington three years ago, 
tnough he now has the air of who has 
recently been confined to the sick chamber 
and walks slowly with a convalescent’s gait. 
Iie said he was yet weak, but in other 
spects well. “1 found my memory was 
paired,” he continued, “when I got among old 
acquaintances. Men whom I could recognize 
one day and call by name I could not name 
upon meeting them next day. That trouble 
has been overcome, and no difficulty whatever 
is experienced in making recognitions.” 

Commodore Schley recalled reminiscences 
of the return journey from the Arctic regions: 
Said he: 

“Shortly after Greely was taken on board he 
wanted to hearthe news. Itold him Alexander 
had been killed by the nihilists. ‘I knewit,’ he 
responded, Iasked howhe knew it, and he said 
he founda picture of the killing of the ezarin a 
pictoral paper which Lad been taken north on the 
Neptune, While they were at Cape Sabine they 
read and reread every slip of paper that was use: 
in wradppiug the articles Jeft for them in the 
caches. By that means they were informed of a 
number of important events while reading such 
scraps, and the attempt to supply, by iniserence, 
the missing portions, constituted one of their 
chief pastimes. They also occupied themselves 
frequently by making bills of fare of what they 
would eat when they returned bome.”’ 

Lieutenant Greely is here to begin work on 
his report. He says he comes partly against 
the advice of his physicians, but as the estates 
of the members of the party cannot be settled 
until he has examined their papers, now in 
Washington, hedeemed it his duty to com- 
plete the work as soon as possible. A number 
of men will be detailed to aid him in the 
preparation of his report. 

SECRETARY M'CULLOCH’S REPORT. 

Secretary McCulloch is busily engaged in 
the preparation of his annual report to con- 
gress. It is intimated that he will make some 
im portant recommendations in regard to a re- 
vition of the tariff, on which subject he is un- 
derstood to have very decided views. In the 
meantime, Assistant Secretary Coon is acting 
secretary on all routine matters. The secre- 
tary has requested the comptroller of currency 
and the treasurer of the United States to with- 
bold their annual reports from publication 
until after the mocting of congress. 

THE NATIONAL BANK. 

The charters of the 721 banks, with an ag- 
cregate capital of over $189,000,000, will ex- 
pire during the year 1885. This is more than 
one-third of the entire number ef national 
banks now in existence. From information 
already received by the comptroller of cur- 
rency, it is expected that a large majority of 
these banks will continue their existence 
either by extending their charters or by reor- 
ganizing under other titles, There are at pres- 
ent more national banks in existence with a 
larger aggregate capital than ever betore. The 
capital invested in national banks was in- 
creased about $15,000,000 during the year end- 
ed September 30. 

THE TERRITORY OF MONTANA, 

Governor Crosby, of Montana, in his an- 
nual reports, estimates the increase in the 
population of the territory during the year at 
4,000, and the present population at about 
84,000, He says the cattle in the territory 
number over 900.000, and the value of tax- 
able property, which he says does not repre- 
sent one-quarter of the wealth ofthe territory, 
is between $50,000,000 and $60,000,000, In 
other directions Montana is 
steadily increasing the value 
of her material resources, and she 
will atanearly day apply for admission to 
the union as a state. The announcement of 
the discovery of gold in the Little Rockies 
near the heart of the great Northern Indian 

Reservation, one hundred miles southeast ef 
Fort Assiniabia, has drawn hundreds of min- 
ers to that locality, and the governor gives it 
as his opinion that it would be unwise to at- 
tempt to prevent this intrusion of the whites. 
A large portion of the report is devoted to the 
Indian question. The governor favors reduc- 
tion of the size of the Indian reservations. He 
thinks a few thousand Indians should not be al- 
lowed an area equal te that of a large state 
when they do not useit, and when their oc- 
cupation prevents its settlement by white men. 
He advises the concentration of the Indians 
upon smaller resorvations, and recommends 
that they be taught to be self-supporting. The 
governor also objects to the present policy, 
which permits Indians to lease their lands for 
grazing purposes, on the ground that it opens 
the way for large corporations and specalaters 
to get a footing on these reservations to the 
disadvantage of bona fide settlers, who would 
be glad te purchase small farms if the reser- 
vations were opon to settlement. Of the pres- 
ent condition of the northern  In- 
dians in Montana, the governor 
says that, although rations have 
been supplied them, they are now in a de 
plorable condition, and he fears that many o! 
them will die during the coming winter. He 
calls attention to the continued slaughter of 
game in Yellowstone park. He describes the 
late superintendent of the park and his assist- 
ants as entirely worthless and about a3 com- 
petent to discharge their duties properly as is 
a Sioux Indian to run a locomotive. He re- 
commends the appointment of experienced 
woodsmen to take charge of the park, and 
suggests that United States cavalry be detailed 
to guard its borders, which are now the resort 
of escaped criminals. Much space is devoted 
by the gouernor to the cattle question. He 
eays: “Canadian officials and the Dominion 
press aided by certain Chicago stock 
yardmen, who fear the diversion of their busi- 
ness have maligned and outrageously attacked 
the health of Wyoming and Montana cattle, 
and all movements on the part of our stock- 
men towards obtaining the foreign market are 
bitterly opposed.” In conclusion he recom- 
mends that no polygamists or Mormons be al- 
lowed to pre-empt lands. He thinks this pro- 
hibition would be a step in the complicated 
problem of extinguishing the overshadowing 
evil of Mormonism.

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TELEGRAPH SUITS IN TEX AS, 


In Which the Baltimore and Ohio Beats 
the Western Union, 

Paris, Texas, November 14.—Twenty-four 
Baltimore and Ohio telegraph employes were 
arrested here several days ago, at the instiga- 
tion of the Western Union telegraph compa- 
py, but in the name ofthe Texas and Pacific 
railwa Sagar: seed claiming that the Baltimore 
and Ohio te — company. were trespass- 
ing on their right of way, which, however, 
had been been previously condemned under 
the general telegraph law of Texas. .A8s soon 
as the case was heard the men wererreleased, 
the judge ruling that the railroad company 
should pay the costs. To-day the Baltimore 
and Ohio company obtained an injunction 
from the United States court restraining the 
Texas and Pacific company from further in- 
terlerence with the Baltimore and Ohio men, 
or property in Finnegan and Red River coun- 
ties, Texas. 

The Western Union telegraph company ob- 
tained an injunction from the United States 
court in the Galveston district during the lat- 
ter part of October restraining the Baltintore 
and Ohio ae company Sons building its 
new lines through Red Kiver county on the 
right of way of the Texas and Pacific railway, 
claiming that the proceedings in the state 
court under the general telegraph law of Texas, 
which resulted favorably to the Baltimore and 
Ohio ecungany were not final, and that the 
Western Union company owned the exclusive 
interest inthe leasement for telegraph lines 
along said railway. The United States court 
to-day gave judgment in favor of the Balti- 
more and Ohio company, dissolving the in- 
junction.

FENCING IN THE LAND, a 


A Decision Adverse to the Squatting Cattle- 
men, 

OmaHA, Nebraska, November 14.—In the 
case of the United States government against 
the Brighton Ranche company, Judge Brewer, 
of the United States circuit court, has render- 
ed a decision. The company has fenced in 
about 52,000 aeres of land belonging to the 
government. Suit was brought by the latter 
to compel the company to tear down the 
fences. The decision of Judge Brewer in effect 
is thatthe Brighton Ranche company have 
no right to construct fences upon the govern- 
ment lands, and the government has an abso- 
lute right to have the fences removed if it 
sees fit to exercise that privilge; that the con- 
struction of fences upoh government lands is 
an obstruction and nuisance; that the proper 
remedy is by a billin equity, and that in fact 
a bill in equity is the only proper and ade- 
quate remedy in such a case.

This decision settles the question 
in this circuit, as to the right of cattlemen to 
enclose the government lands for herding 
purposes.

RULES ADOPTED FORITS PREVEN- 
TION. 


——— 


An Address to the Governors of States, Urging Imene- 
diate Action—Secretary McCuilooh Takes 
Sultebie Steps To Prevent the Dread 
Disease—-The Disease in Burop>. 


Wasnixetox, November 14.—Secretary Me- 
Cullogh has prepared a circular in relation 
to the importation of old rags from infected 
ports which modifies the existing orders on 
that subject, so as to continue the embargo 
against that class of rags until further notice, 
and to declare all French and Mediterranean 
ports to be infected. The order will be issued 
to-morrow and go into effect at once. 


The national board of health has sent out 
the following communication to all the gov- 
ernors of states: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 10, 1831.—S3ir: 
The second section of the act of congress, approv- 
ed March 3, 1879, 20 statutes at large, ge 4Si, 
chapter 202, requires that the national bosrd of 
health shall advise the several departments of the 
government, the executives of the several states 
end the commissioners of the District of Colum 
bia on all matters submitted by them, or when- 
ever, in the opinion of the board, such advice may 
tend to the improvement of the public 
healtb. In the execution offthis provision of law, 
I am directed to advise your excellency that the 

resence of Asiatic cholera in epidemic form in 

-‘urope is a constant menace to the people of this 
country. The disease has pressed steadily west. 
ward during the past two years, carrying wide- 
spread desolation in its path,and pow it has 
found a lodgmentin the European{ports, whence 
more than one of the epidemics from which we 
have hitherto suffered have been brought to our 
shores With our vastly. increased intercourse 
with foreign powers, and facilities for communi- 
cation, disease may at any moment appear in this 
country. It is profoundly to be hoped 
that we may escape another visitation of this 
scourge, but following the history of past epi- 
cemic, we can only hope for exemption from its 
attack, orshould itgaina foothold, fora miti- 
gation ofthe suffering which necessarily attends 
its progress, by the most prompt and efficient 
sanitary services. No — of any state should 
be left unguarde for our facilities 
for both local and interstate . com- 
mvrication afford ample means 
the poison far and wide through the land. 
absence of asanitary service at any point, 
point may, in the event of the appearance of chol- 
era, become the center frog which the infection 
may spread to other portions of the states. In 
view of the danger which threatens our people, 
and the responsibilities resting upon rulers and 
all in bigh official station, your excellency is re- 
spectiully and earnestly requested to call the at- 
tention of the legislatures to the subject, 
and ito uree the necessity of 
apy r pri: te oe for providing means where- 
by the most thorough sanitary service, state and 
local, may be immediately organized. Much pre- 
liminary work is required to be done in many 
portions of every state to place the country in a 
good sanitary condition, and to this end every or- 
ganized community should be provided witha 
com petent board of health and a state of board, 
suppliec with every requisite for aiding an« direct- 
ing the local authorities in their sanitary work. 

sy the prompt adoption of such measures we 
may hope. if not to wholly escape an invasion 
of this dreaded disease, to be able at. least, to 
limit its ravages to the places where it first made 
its appearance. I transmit herewith a copy of the 
rules and regulations framed by this board, and 
recommended for adoption by the state and local 
boards of health, to be enforcedin the event of 
the prevalence of the infectious 
and contagious disease, assuring 
you of the deep interest taken by this body in atl 
efforts forthe pressvation and improvement of 
the public health as alsojof its desire to co-operate 
in such efiorts in so far asit lawfully may.

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THE GREAT PLAGUE. 
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Waldeck Rousseau Visiting the Sick-—-The 
Progress of the Disease. 

Paris, November 14.—-Mr. Waideck Rous- 
seau, minister of the interior, visited the prin- 
cipal hospitals yesterday to learn by personal 
inspection the measures used in cholera cases. 
Five cases of cholera occurred yesterday 
among the employes in the office of the news- 
paper Moniteur Universal. One of these 
printers died almost immediately. The com- 
missary of police took the patient from his 
dirty lodging house and had no sooner placed 
him in the ambulance than the poor fellow 
died. His landlord refused to allow the body 
to be returned to his lodgings, and the com- 
missary took it to one of the hospitals and 
then tothe morgue. Both institutions refused 
to receive the body and the commissary was 
obliged to return it to the lodgings in spite of 
the landlord’s objections. It 18 expected that 
the Orleans princess will make a large dona- 
tion tothe fund for the reliefof the cholera 
sufferers. 

Since midnight there have been seventeen 
deaths by cholera in the city and %1 in the 
hospitals. 

The.continued cold weather is exercising a 
fayorable effect on the rate of mortality, 
which does not exceed one in 36,000. In or- 
der to equal the rate. of mortality shown at 
Toulon, when the cholera was at its worst, it 
would be necessary to have a daily total ot 
25,00 deaths in Paris. The ravages of the 
epidemic are trifling compared 
with those of typhoid fever. 
Ad apothecary being questioned 
as to the effect of the cholera epidemic on his 
business, said it was not half so profitable for 
him asaperiod of bad weather, when cold 
catching was prevalent. His principal busi- 
ness he says consisted in the sale of preventa- 
tive medicines and disinfecting drngs. The 
epid mic shows little if any ellect upon the 
pleasure seeking proclivities of the people. 
Theaters and other places of amusement are 
well filled every night. It is known that the 
deadly disease has made large ravages among 
the soldiers of the garrisoon, but the military 
officials publish no returns, and refuse all in- 
formation. West End is still healthy, but is 
comparatively deserted. Most of the resi 
dents of that quarter have preferred to place 
themselves at a safe distance from the possi- 
bility of infection. Dr. Mac Givan 
writes to Galignani’s Messenger that 
the exodus of English and American 
eople from Paris is altogether unjustifiable. 
Sune persons, he says, have fled for retuge to 
more dangerous places. He advises that only 
weakly constituted and nervous people should 
leave the city. Strong, anne ee are 
perfectly safe in Paris, if they avoid excesses 
and banish all fear of disease. 

An American named Christian Chustenen, 
from California, died of cholera here to-day. 
He was the first American victim. Three 
deaths trom cholera occurred at Nantes to- 
day. 

Fewer fresh cases of cholera are reported 
io-day, but the mortality has increased. Phere 
were yesterday twenty-nine deaths in the 
city and forty-six in the hospitals. In twelve 


as 


hours, ending at noon to-day, ten deaths oc-- | 


curred in the city and eleven in the hospi- 
tals. 

One death from cholera occurred in Toulon 
to-day. The pro dd fete for the benefit of 
the sufferers by the cholera epidemic has been 
postponed. 

A meeting was held here to-day of the 
American and English residents, to take 
measures for the relief of the sufferers from 
cholera. A resolution was adopted to distrib- 
ute the list of precautions, ete., and to provide 
soup kitchens for the English and American 
poor. Rev. Drs. Gill and Montpied, Drs. Day 
and MacGavin, Professor Yeatman and 
Messrs. Sewell and Searle were present. 


The Cholera in Spain. 

Mapriv, November 14.—The sanitary com- 
mission recommends the reduction of the quar- 
antine to seyen days. Several cases of cholera

Denix, November 14.—Statements have

Noonan, himself, in the Freeman’s Journal, to 
the effect that Police Inspector French, gave 
Noonan various sums of money, and urged 
him to supply French with news of doin 
in Cork, by the nationalists.

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SOUTHERN PIG IRON. 

Pig iron from southern furnaces is a <2nsa- 
tion in the iron trade of Boston and Philadel- 
phia. Theiron is carried by rail to Savannah, 
where it meets low water rates, and very con- 
siderable quantities of it are going forward. 
The Philadelphia Record recently stated that 
ona given day two large steamships were 
lending in that city large quantities of ‘‘south- 
ern-manufactured pig iron.’ The Record 
further stated that it was offered on the mar- 
ket at rates below those of Pennsylvania iron. 
Thesupply does not so much distress the 
Pennsylvania people as does tlie price at 
Which it is offered. As things stand the 
southern furnaces can get about $13a ton at 
the mills; and as the through freight is now 
down to $3, it follows that southern iron can 
be sold in Philadelphia or Boston at $16 a ton. 
The iron-maker in Alabama, Tennessee or 
Georgia can grow fat on $13 a ton at the mill, 
while the Pennsylvania or Ohio millowner 
cannot lay down iron in Philadelphia, New 
York or Boston at $16 unless he is willing to 
work without a profit, and in most eases at a 
loss. 

We are not therefore surprised to read in 
the Boston Commercial Bulletin that “about 
one-half the pig iron now constimed there 
comes from the south,.”’ Southern iron has 
in fact a wider market and better opportunity 
when the northern mills are shut out of the 
warket, and if the price ef iron goes a dollar 
lower there will be none so wilfully blind as 
not to see that the iron supply of this country 
Will soon be drawn from the south. The sec- 
lion that can make the cheapest iron is des- 
lined to win in this great struggle, and the 
bew movement of our iron to the Boston and 
Philadelphia markets should demonstrate 
Whieb set of mills is the fittest in all kinds of 
times.
